In the current number of our local Por, 
tugucse comtemporary, O Parvir, certain 
trenchant remafks appear on the subject of 
the ation of Portuguese embassies in 
‘Tokio and Peking, ‘The journal remarks 
thal, according to a royal decree, the Portu- 
guese Government has at last created per 
manent legations' in Peking and ‘Tokio, and 
it is said to have nominated at their head, 
respectively, Messrs. José de Azevedo Cas- 
telly Trance and Batalha de Freitas, As 
for the Portuguese legation in Japan, it 
wight be considered an unqualified waste of 
money and an inutility of the first-order, 
since there, is nu large Portugugse commu: 
nity in Japan whose protection necessitates 
stich sacrifice, nor has Portugal in the Land 
of the Rising Sun interests cof such vast 
dnagnitude that call for the luxury of being 
represented there, apart from the fact that 
this step is not reciprocated by Japan, which 
has nota resident: minister in Lisbon, Our 
contemporary, therefore, feels unable to con- 
gratulate Ue Portuguese Government: upon 
the establishment ‘uf the legation in ‘Fokio 
where, for Portuguese interest, it would more 
than suffice had a consul of the first. class 

vappeinted ta look alter his national 

3. Regarding the legation in Peking, 
the circumstances of the case are different, 
because, notwithstanding that there is nota 
large Portuguese community in the Chinese 
capital, there are, nevertheless, many sub- 
jucts of that nation seattered throughout the 
ports of China open to international trade, a 
large and important communily at Shanghai, 


‘and a still’ very Thiportant’ colony: in the 


south of the: Celestial Empire with which 
Portugal must: hold constant commeicial 
The Forair proceeds 
that “on account ‘of .the interests of our 
colony, which has questions still pending of 
the highest importance to be solved with the 
neighbouring enipire of which it forms, $0 
to Speak, an advance guard, it is, incum- 
bent on us to have attached to the Chi- 
nese Cuurt some ong who will guard those 
interests and properly and zealously defend 
and promote them.” Mor-these reasons, the 
Portuguese journal is in agreement with the 
idea of the establishment of an embassy in 
Peking, the expediency of which iL was one 
of the first to point out and admit... It, how- 
ever, objects, in no equivocal terms, to the 
appointment, as‘ Portugal's Envoy Extraor- 
dinary to the Chinese capital, of Senhor 
Castello Branco, ‘he grounds for the jour- 
nal's Objections are that, as ambassador 
extraordinary and negotiator of the last Por- 
luguese treaty with China, the Minister had 
not given proof that he will properly dis. 
charge the duties of an importapt and. difli- 
cult mission. It points to the failure of the 
first embassy as disclosed: in the documents 
printed in the [Ait Book, and assigns the 
‘cause of that failnre to the great want of 
tact and diplomatic skill displayed by the 
Portuguese Envoy. We' have previously 
seen that,the treaty referred to was rejected 
by Wie Chamber of Députies in the Portu- 
guese metropolis. ‘

The building, Consisting of the new 
Law Courts, Land Offices, etc, will, when 
completed, form a very valuable addition to 
the architecture of the city. , The site lies 
between Des Vorux, Road and Chater Road, 
cand is adjacent to the cricket g aund on the 
west side. The designs for the buildings were 
prepared by. Messrs. Aston Webb, R.A, and, 
E, Ingress Bell, R10 A, of 19, Queen Anne's 
Gate, London, the Consulting Architects to the 
Government of Great Britain, and the worl is 
being carried out under the, supervision of Mr. 
H, A. Fisher, AR dA. of the Pub.ic Works 


Vepariment. 


The style that has been adnpted is, as might 
be expected, purely classic in feeling, following 
the English school and with details of a Greek 
character. ‘The pile'will form not only one ¢f 
the largest but one of the finest erections in the 
Colony, the beauty and skill portrayed in the 
design being’ far in advance of anything’ to 
which we have been accustomed, ° 


“The ground floor of thestructure will be oc- 


cupied by various offices for the officials of the 
Courts, including spacious apartments set apart 
as Land Offices, and separate rooms for the 
Registrar, the Deputy Registrar and their res- 
pective clerks, and also for the Bailifls. On 
this floor also is a Prisoners! Receiving Room 
with a separate entrance, and cells in connec:

A lift, which wil be worked by electrical 
power, will be provided in, addition to a private 
staircase, for the convenience af the Judges and 
other officials who may be using the upper 
floors. ‘The official portions of the building: 
throughout ate carefully kept distinct from, 
those to which the general public have access: 

On the ground floor ample .accommodation 
is alsa provided for the safe custody of official 
records, i : : 

There is a small basement in which are 
situated the furnaces, boilers, etc. forthe heat: 
ing of the buijding, which will be on-a hot 
water system at low pressure, with radiators in 
all rooms and corridors. . ‘he system is ar- 
ranged in four separate sections in order that 
only such portions of the building as are rieces- 
sary need be warmed at any one time, 


The large Court is placed in.the centre of the 
first floor and is surrounded by. the smaller 
rooms and corridors, so that no sound fron out. 
side the building may penetrate while the Court 
is sitting, This is a large and lofty apartment 
lighted by means of four ‘large semicircular 
windows placed high up, each being twent)- 
eight feet in diamster, and four small 
circular windows. Ample space is provided 
for members of the legal professions, for the 
jury, witnesses, reporters, &e, as well’ as the 
usual accommodation for. the Judge and pri- 
soners, and there is a large space also reserved

There will be four pairs of n assive granite 
columns ranged alang the walls supporting the 
large dome’above, and these will add consider.

There is a smaller.Court on this floor for the 
use of the Puisne Judge, wherein. also’ ample 
accommodation is provided.

The south end of this floor is occupied by a
